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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report 
relative  to  your  schools. 

One  change  and  two  additions  took  place  in  the 
faculty  since  my  last  report.  Miss  Naomi  Sylvestre 
was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Ronald  MacDougall  who 
resigned  in  June.  Miss  Sylvestre  gratuated  from 
Keene  Teachers  College  and  received  her  Master's 
degree  at  the  University  of  Nw  Hampshire.  She  had 
previous  experience  in  the  greater  Boston  area.  Miss 
Effie  Pelkonen,  a  graduate  of  Newberry  College,  was 
elected  to  teach  special  classes  in  the  elementary 
grades.  This  was  to  fill  a  new  position  created  by  a 
vote  of  the  district  in  March  of  1960. 

Because  of  the  difficult  situation  that  existed  in 
the  primary  room  with  34  pupils  in  the  two  grades, 
the  school  board  voted  on  November  7,  1960  to  sepa- 
rate the  two  grades  and  to  set  up  a  first  grade  in  the 
spare  room  on  the  main  floor  of  the  building.  Mrs. 
Helen  Swedenborg,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  elementary  education,  with  four  years 
experience  in  primary  teaching,  was  elected  to  the 
position.  Movable  primary  furniture  was  purchased. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  primary  program  is 
progressing  most  satisfactorily. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  165,  with  115  in  grades 
one  through  eight,  and  50  in  the  high  school.  This 
compares  with  a  total  of  184  last  year. 

This  past  summer  the  floor  in  the  gymnasium  was 
replaced.  The  existing  gym  floor  was  removed  to  a 
point  10"  below  the  present  grade.  This  was  replaced 
by  6"  of  bank  run  gravel  properly  compacted,  covered 
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with  a  vapor  barrier  on  which  was  laid  a  4"  reinforc- 
ed concrete  floor.  Over  the  concrete  floor  was  laid  a 
grease  proof  asphalt  tile  floor.  Stairs  that  led  from 
the  auditorium  to  the  gymnasium  were  removed  and 
a  fire  exit  from  the  auditorium  was  installed  accord- 
ing to  specifications  of  the  local  fire  chief  and  the 
state  fire  marshal's  office.  A  partition  was  erected 
in  the  large  main  room  on  the  second  floor  and  that 
room  was  converted  into  a  standard  size  classroom 
and  a  smaller  than  standard  size  room  that  can  be 
used  for  smaller  classes.  This  alteration  made  it  pos- 
sible to  have  all  high  school  classes  on  the  second 
floor.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  room  was  redecorat- 
ed, the  front  steps  of  the  building  were  repaired  and 
concrete  window  ledges  on  the  west  side  of  the  build- 
ing were  reconstructed. 

The  above  repairs  and  alterations  have  been  anoth- 
er step  in  keeping  the  building  in  good  condition  and 
have  made  it  more  functional  in  carrying  on  the 
school  program.  The  greatest  concern  now  seems  to 
be  the  roof  which  shows  signs  of  some  leaking  during 
the  winter  months.  Inspection  at  this  time  reveals 
nothing  due  to  snow  cover.  I  would  urge  very  strong- 
ly that  this  roof  be  examined  in  the  spring  and  what- 
ever steps  necessary  be  taken  to  prevent  serious  dam- 
age to  walls  and  ceilings  inside  the  building. 

The  remedial  program  that  is  being  carried  on  by 
Miss  Pelkonen  has  been  very  effective.  Improvement 
can  be  seen  in  the  reading  achievement  of  a  number 
of  pupils.  The  program  is  one  that  I  feel  should  be 
continued. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  will  be  found  on 
other  pages  of  this  report. 

The  regular  testing  program  is  being  carried  on  as 
in  the  past  with  the  addition  of  the  eighth  grade  test- 
ing program  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of

Education,    under   the    National    Defense    Education 
Act. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  be  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  school  program  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Lucie  Brooks,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Jackie.  This  past  summer  a  new  sink  and  counter 
were  installed  which  improved  the  area  considerably. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  has  requested  that  either 
a  gas  or  electric  hot  water  heater  be  installed  in  the 
kitchen  to  increase  the  temperature  of  the  rinse  water 
to  180°.  I  would  recommend  that  this  facility  be  add- 
ed this  coming  year. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  the  teaching 
staff  and  other  school  personnel  for  their  cooperation 
and  support.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  the  annual 
report  as  the  Principal  of  the  Bethlehem  School. 

A  follow-up  of  the  graduates  of  1960  shows  that 
one  is  married,  three  are  in  the  service,  two  are  gain- 
fully employed  and  that  the  others  are  attending 
the  following  schools: 

University   of   New   Hampshire  1 

Plymouth    Teachers'    College  1 

Ward's  IBM  School  (Completed)  1 

Dental  Technician  School  (Boston)  1 

This  represents  40%  of  the  class  who  have  gone  on  to 
further  their  education. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  program 
has  been  administered  to  the  Freshman  and  Junior 
classes.  The  results  of  this  program  are  helpful  in 
guiding  the  pupils  along  lines  in  which  there  seems 
to  be  the  most  vocational  interest.  The  pupils  will  be 
in  a  more  favorable  position  by  having  some  know- 
ledge about  the  areas  in  which  they  might  be  most 
successful. 

The  decision  to  employ  an  additional  teacher  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  division  of  the  first  and  sec- 
ond grades  is  proving  to  be  very  advantageous  to  the 
pupils  and  to  the  teachers.  The  helping  teacher  is 
also  proving  to  be  a  great  asset  to  the  educational 
program  of  Bethlehem.  The  program,  at  the  present 
time,  is  remedial  work  with  the  elementary  grades 
and  is  involving  twenty-five  pupils. 

The  hot  lunch  program  is  serving  about  75  meals 
daily,  providing  a  substantial,  hot  meal  for  those 
desiring  it. 
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Extra-curricular  activities  included  in  the  school 
program  are:  basketball,  baseball,  band,  socials  and 
dramatics.  Band  members  are  taken  to  Littleton  once 
a  week  and  lessons  are  given  at  the  school  once  a  week. 
The  annual  Christmas  Pageant  was  well  received  and 
plans  for  the  minstrel  show  are  under  way. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  you,  the  members  of  the  school 
board,  the  faculty,  the  students,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  community,  my  sincere  appreciation  for  your 
help  and  cooperation  in  the  past  school  year.
